The major impetus for virtually all 
this activity came from the Gov-

Who came from all parts California 
from every walk life. They 

almost every profession, 
management, lay persons 
the senior citizen. From this 
emerged the principle 
the citizen his own community 

the primary responsibility for 
Meeting these problems. This princi- 
which was enunciated clearly and 
Marply, also stated that the State 
Government had the responsibility 
the local community provid- 
technical guidance, but not 
job itself. Obviously the citizens

Governor Knight 
was able step further 
strengthening state and local coopera- 
tion this work. his request the 
1955 session the California Legis- 
lature enacted legislation which es- 
tablished Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee Aging. The 1956 Special 
Session the Legislature clarified 
number technical details this 
law. Governor Knight has already 
appointed the members this new 
committee. The two committees will 
complement each other and work to- 
gether closely their efforts co- 
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operate with local communities 
attacking and solving the complex 
problems aging. 


Health Programs 


Health the later years one 
the major problems aging. This 
includes not only the maintenance 
good health but also the treatment 
the many chronic ailments which ap- 
pear emphasized our increas- 
ing longevity. Interest the health 
aspects aging has manifested itself 
more ways than reported 
short paper. Some the major 
activities are reported here. 

Perhaps the logical starting point 
emphasis education the main- 
tenance and understanding good 
health the later years. this area 
there has been successful collabora- 
tion among state agencies, local 
mittees aging, and local adult edu- 
programs. Among the first 
get under way were Sacramento and 
Los Angeles. Sacramento the Com- 
mittee Aging and the Adult Edu- 
Center, part long range 
course ‘‘Retirement Readiness,’’ 
offered series five lectures 
physical health the later years. 
With the cooperation the Sacra- 
mento Society for Medical Improve- 
ment which furnished physicians 
the lecturers, the program offered 
such subjects physical changes 
the aging process, nutrition, circula- 
tory diseases and chronic ailments. 
Los Angeles, similar lecture series 
have been offered successfully 
number evening high schools. 
tures mental health older per- 
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sons have also been offered both 
cities. Many other California cities 
have since followed with similar lec- 
ture series. 

highly interesting experiment 
health education under way 
West Los Angeles. There the Los An- 
geles City Health Department and 
the West Los Angeles Community 
Council for Senior Citizens are 
jointly offering biweekly program 
which brings medical experts speak 
health the later years. The sub- 
jects for discussion were determined 
through interest survey senior 
citizens. order expressed inter- 
est these are rheumatism, arthritis, 
eye problems, heart disease, blood 
pressure, mental health, hearing, can- 
and number other health 
problems. Local physicians and rep- 
resentatives voluntary health agen- 
cies the lecturing. 


Adequate nutrition has also been 
found major health problem 
older people. This may due 
two factors primarily. One the re- 
duced income which comes with re- 
tirement. Because the lack 
knowledge inadequate and improper 
substitutions are made for the more 
expensive protein foods such meat. 
The other factor that older people 
who live alone are likely skimp 
the preparation food because 
their dislike for solitary dining. Ef- 
forts educate older people the 
importance good diet are increas- 
ing. Sacramento the Committee 
Aging and the American Red Cross 
sponsored workshop nutrition 
which featured proper food prepara- 
tion for older persons. West Los 
Angeles the Los Angeles City Health 
Department’s nutritionist offering 
monthly demonstration for senior 
citizens showing how easy pre- 
pare tasty, nutritious and economical 
meals. the request the Inter- 
departmental Coordinating Commit- 
tee Aging, the State’s Interagency 
Committee Nutrition preparing 
leaflets for older people food 
needs, menu planning, and marketing 
tips. These leaflets will given wide- 
spread distribution. The State De- 
partment Social Welfare has re- 
revised its regulations for 
institutions for the aged which con- 
siderable attention has been given 
the food needs residents these 
facilities. supplement these regu- 


lations the department has published 
cook book which gathers together 
some the best recipes from the in- 
stitutions. These recipes are accom- 
panied data cost per serving 
well the food values and caloric 
content each serving. 

The State Department Public 
Health now sending quarterly 
leaflet, ‘‘Nutrition Service Series for 
Nursing Homes,’’ all operators 
nursing homes licensed the depart- 
ment. These leaflets have discussed 
food needs, supper menus, menu plan- 
ning, and sodium restricted diets. 
Nutrition consultants have met with 
senior citizen groups discuss food 
needs and problems and have partici- 
pated workshops for operators 
nursing homes. 


encouraging note that the 
medical societies the State are 
showing great interest the health 
problems older persons. Many 
them have established their own com- 
mittees aging facilitate coopera- 
tion with general community com- 
mittees aging. The California 
Academy General Practice has had 
such committee for about three 
years. has worked closely with the 
State’s Interdepartmental Coordinat- 
ing Committee and has issued useful 
and interesting reports its mem- 
bers. The Alameda-Contra Costa 
County Medical Association’s Senior 
Citizens Committee has developed 
school for the relatives older pa- 
tients. Here evening seminars are of- 
fered, without charge, persons re- 
ferred their family physicans. 
Emphasis placed upon instructing 
relatives how care for older per- 
sons their homes. its last an- 
nual meeting the Los Angeles County 
Medical Association offered panel 
discussion the care the geriatric 
patient which featured nationally 
named experts. 

its major meeting 1954 the 
Redwood Chapter the California 
League for Nursing devoted the en- 
tire session the health problems 
the older person. The Western Geron- 
tological Society its first two meet- 
ings offered discussion panels and 
papers similar problems. 

meeting the health needs 
older people, nursing and boarding 
homes play major role. Many com- 
munity committees aging have 
sponsored one-day workshops for

ings have been held San Diego, 
Sacramento, Glendale, and San Fran. 
cisco Bay area. The result has been 
that the operators are requesting 
more opportunities learn how 
improve the quality the care they 
offer. significant development 
this area has been the course now 
progress Santa Barbara. The 
local Committee Aging and the 
Adult Education Center are cospon- 
soring series lectures for oper. 
ators nursing and boarding homes, 
Lectures include the topics 
ical health, mental health, and 
tion. addition its sponsorship 
and participation workshops for 
operators nursing homes, the State 
Department Public Health 
vides consultation the operators 
record keeping, patient care and 
other operational activities. 


Other organizations are also work- 
ing actively and effectively edu- 
standing the importance good 
health and adequate medical care for 
the senior citizen. San 
the Center has found 
that the major part its work 
with older people. developing 
program referral other com- 
munity agencies for care and services. 
has also sponsored training meet- 
ings for operators nursing and 
boarding homes caring for older per- 
sons. There has also been developed 
San Francisco home care pro- 
gram which will have much with 
older patients. This program under 
the medical direction Dr. Edgar 
Munter who has long been identified 
with care for the long-term patient. 
Los Angeles committee estab- 
lished the Welfare Planning Coun- 
cil Los Angeles has been studying 
many problems the aging for the 
past year. Its first report, just 
leased, concerned with the health 
Los Angeles’ senior citizens. has 
recommended specific measures 
safeguard the health recipients 
old age assistance. 


major demonstration project 
under way Santa Cruz County 
with the guidance and 
ment the State Department 
Public Health.

Professional Education 


The California Conference So- 
cial Work has long been concerned 
with general health needs. its an- 
nual meeting Long Beach May 
this year considerable attention 
was focused the health needs 
older persons. Five out nine meet- 
ings the section aging were de- 
voted the subject health. The 
Santa Clara County Health Council 
has just inaugurated lecture series 
which will lead program offering 
needed medical care the county’s 
older residents. 


One the most exciting and hope- 
ful events the area health oc- 
during the month May. 
This was the state-wide lecture tour 
Dr. Lionel Cosin. Dr. Cosin 
the clinical director the Geriatric 
Unit the United Oxford Hospitals 
Oxford, England. has won con- 
siderable international renown for 
his work rehabilitating the chron- 
ill older person. The State’s 
Interdepartmental Coordinating Com- 
mittee Aging obtained founda- 
tion grant which enabled bring 
Dr. Cosin California. addressed 
the annual conventions the 
fornia Medical Association, the Cali- 
fornia Conference Local Health 
Officers and the California Confer- 
ence Social Work. Dr. Cosin also 
the medical schools the 
Universities California, Southern 
California, and Stanford and the 
Kaiser Health Foundation. Addresses 
were also made meetings for the 
general public Little House 
Menlo Park and the annual lunch 
meeting the Sacramento Commu- 
nity Welfare Council. major im- 
portance were the two meetings, one 
Northern California and the other 
Southern California, for admin- 
physicians, nurses and 
and county supervisors. These 


last two meetings were cosponsored 
the County Supervisors’ Associa- 
tion California, the California 
Hospital Association and the State 
Department Public Health. 


The great enthusiasm with which 
Dr. Cosin’s talks rehabilitation 
geriatrics was received augurs well for 
the development effective pro- 
gram this major health area. Plans 
are under way for program which 
will follow Dr. Cosin’s talks 
and provide California with con- 
tinuing program training the re- 
habilitation older, chronically ill 
persons.* Two county hospitals dem- 
onstrated that they have already 
made good starts towards this end. 
They are Fairmont Hospital ‘Ala- 
meda County and Rancho Los Amigos 
Los Angeles County. There are in- 
dications that several other hospitals 
are under way; among them are 
Edgemor Farm San Diego County, 
Laguna Honda San Francisco, 
and the Contra Costa County Hos- 
pital. 


Housing 


There are number other pro- 
grams for California’s aging persons 
which have relationship the in- 
dividual’s health. The matter de- 
cent housing one them. Safe and 
healthful living arrangements loom 
large the preservation health. 
Yet because their disadvantaged 
conditions inordinate 
number our senior citizens live 
housing that falls well below the 
minimum standards for health and 
safety. improve this situation 
number California communities 
have demonstrated that good housing 
for retired persons can provided 
reasonable costs. The Santa Bar- 
bara American Women’s Voluntary 
Services has shown that possible 
small city. has built project with 
apartments designed meet the 
needs older couples and individ- 
uals yet retain beauty and desirabil- 
ity rentals possible for recipients 
public assistance. Jolla an- 
other voluntary group, the Social 
Service League, has built apart- 
ment house units designed for 
retired people limited 
which are slightly higher than those 
the Santa Barbara project resi-

dents. too most attractive 
setup. Menlo Park group 
senior citizens are working plan 
provide good, attractive, inexpen- 
sive housing for themselves. They 
have interested local business and 
professional people the extent that 
the latter have formed advisory 
board help the oldsters with their 
financial and legal problems. 


The San Francisco Housing Au- 
thority plans break ground soon 
for one the most advanced low rent 
housing projects for older pcople 
the country. There will close 
200 apartments for both single and 
double Facilities will 
provided for social and craft activi- 
ties for the residents. Also San 
Francisco experimental housing 
project for older persons which 
sponsored the Jewish Family 
Service Agency. Here, for very 
reasonable cost older people may rent 
apartments. Included the rent 
one hot meal day. All the proj- 
ects mentioned above are centrally 
segregate the oldsters. the con- 
trary every effort made keep 
them integrated into the ongoing life 
the community and neighborhood. 


Recreation and Education 


becoming more generally 
ognized that meaningful and satisfy- 
ing activity closely related the 
physical and mental health all 
people regardless age. Yet our so- 
cial and cultural patterns are such 
that arbitrarily retire people 
years age and thereby condemn 
them inactivity. This practice all 
the more unrealistic when realize 
that today most people are good 
physical and mental health 65. But 
arbitrary retirement based solely 
chronological age factor leading 
physical and mental deterioration. 
Therefore many our communities 
are providing opportunities for the 
retired remain active possible 
commensurate with their capacities. 
One such outlet the area 
recreation. More than 100 recreation 
districts California now offer ac- 
tivity programs for older persons, 
usually beginning years age. 
These programs provide opportuni- 
ties for normal social contacts and 
arts and crafts which have meaning 
the individual and which provide 
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him with outlets for his creative 
urges. There are day centers such 
Little House Menlo Park and 
the four branches the San Fran- 
Senior Center where older peo- 
ple engage host satisfying ac- 
tivities. These centers also give older 
ice their communities many 
united crusade drives, 
volunteers for the Red Cross and 
other voluntary agencies, civil de- 
fense and visiting their contempo- 
raries who are bedridden their 
own homes hospitals and insti- 
tutions. has been found that old- 
sters miss the opportunity doing 
things for others—they not want 
the receiving end only. Such 
programs permit them retain their 
sense responsibility. 


Finally, there the preventive 
aspect education. know now 
that the old adage ‘‘You can’t teach 
old dog new tricks’’ false. 
Rather becomes matter You 
teach old dog new tricks 
won’t learn.’’ find today that 
more and more older people are re- 
turning our schools and colleges 
complete their formal educations 
and study all kinds subjects 
just for the fun it. Last year some 
200,000 persons over years age 
were enrolled classes offered 
California Adult Education Centers. 
would seem that recreation and 
education programs keep oldsters too 
busy and contented deteriorate 
physically and mentally. Certainly 
such programs are far less expensive 
terms human lives and the tax- 
payers’ money than hospital care. 


The Future 


While may appear that this 
paper reports great activity Cali- 
fornia, generally conceded that 
have only barely scratched the 
surface. There urgent need ex- 
pand our health and activity pro- 
grams that they meet the needs 
all older Californians. There are to- 
day well over 1,000,000 past the age 
California.

One the purposes the Cali- 
fornia Tumor Registry, described 
the last issue California’s Health, 
provide information the sur- 
vival cancer patients. Representing 
the combined experience group 
hospitals throughout California, 
the registry position pre- 
sent data which generally reflect the 
survival cancer patients the 
State. Presented here are data that 
were part the collation ‘‘End 
Results Cancer’’ submitted 
agencies for analysis and discussion 
the Third National Cancer Con- 
1956. 


Excluding skin cancers, about one 
out every four (24 percent) cancer 
patients California survives five 
years more following diagnosis. 
Skin cancer can more easily de- 
tected and treated, and has much 
better prognosis than other cancer 

Cases diagnosed while still the 
localized stage have about double (52 
percent) the survival rate that for 
all stages combined. Only percent 
the group which has metastatic 
cancer diagnosis survive five years 
more. 

varies sharply according 
site and stage the disease the 
time diagnosis, shown Table 
Breast and cervical cancer cases 
have far the best chances living 
five more years after detection; 
lung and esophageal cancer patients 
have the poorest. 

Table shows that the age 
cancer patients varies considerably 
from one site another, with dif- 
ference years the average 
age cervix and prostate cases. The

This ad- 
justment allows comparison sur- 
vival rates without influence the 
age the patient. When this done, 
the survival rate increased slightly 
for most sites; survival prostatic 
cancer patients sharply affected be- 
cause their older age.

Polio Vaccination Priorities

All persons under years age 
and pregnant women are now eligible 
for vaccine distributed through com- 
mercial and public agency programs.
